“COLOURED  GASOLINE  TAX  ACT” 

HIS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council,  by  Order  in  Council  No.  1001,  approved 
May  12th,  1954,  has  been  pleased  to  order  that, 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Coloured  Gaso¬ 
line  Tax  Act,”  and  all  other  powers  thereunto 
enabling,  the  following  regulations  be  made: — 

“  Coloured  Gasoline  Tax  Act  ”  Regulations 

1.  Title 

These  regulations  may  be  cited  as  the  “  ‘  Col¬ 
oured  Gasoline  Tax  Act  ’  Regulations.” 

2.  Interpretation 

2-1.  In  these  regulations,  unless  the  context 
otherwise  requires,  section  2  of  the  Act  shall  apply. 

2- 2.  “Act  ”  means  the  “  Coloured  Gasoline  Tax 
Act.” 

3.  Where  Gasoline  Is  to  Be  Dyed 

3- 1.  A  person  who  is  authorized  under  the  Act 
to  colour  gasoline  purple  shall  mix  the  dye  with 
the  gasoline  at  a  refinery  established  within  the 
Province  or  on  the  premises  of  a  bulk  storage  plant 
owned  or  leased  within  the  Province  by  the  person 
so  authorized. 

3- 2.  The  superintendent  or  other  chief  operating 
officer  of  the  refinery  or  the  agent  or  branch  man¬ 
ager  of  the  bulk  storage  plant  of  the  person  author¬ 
ized  to  colour  gasoline  purple  shall  be  responsible 
for  the  proper  use  of  the  dye  in  accordance  with 
these  regulations. 

4.  Dyeing  Instructions 

4- 1.  A  person  who  is  authorized  under  the  Act 
to  colour  gasoline  purple: — 

(a)  Shall  not  use  any  dye  except  Purple  S  dye 
or  National  Oil  Purple  dye: 

( h )  Shall  obtain  the  dye  from  the  Minister  or 
authorized  officer,  or  from  a  source  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  Minister  or  authorized  officer: 

(c)  Shall  observe  the  following  proportions  in 
mixing  the  regular  and  premium  and  other 
branded  grades  of  gasoline  with  the  dye: — 


To  45  gallons  (imperial  measure)  of 
gasoline,  1.5  grams  or  23  grains  or  one- 
nineteenth  ounce  avoirdupois  of  purple  dye: 

To  100  gallons  (imperial  measure)  of 
gasoline,  3.33  grams  or  46  grains,  plus  0.33 
grams,  or  two-nineteenths  ounce  avoirdu¬ 
pois,  plus  0.33  grams,  of  purple  dye: 

To  1,000  gallons  (imperial  measure)  of 
gasoline,  33.3  grams  or  lMo  ounces  avoirdu¬ 
pois  of  purple  dye: 

To  10,000  gallons  (imperial  measure)  of 
gasoline,  333  grams  or  1136  ounces  avoir¬ 
dupois  of  purple  dye: 

To  100,000  gallons  (imperial  measure)  of 
gasoline,  3,333  grams  or  7V6  pounds  avoir¬ 
dupois  of  purple  dye: 

To  1,000,000  gallons  (imperial  measure) 
of  gasoline,  73.3  pounds  avoirdupois  of 
purple  dye: 

( d )  Shall  observe  one-half  of  the  proportions  as 
given  in  clause  (c)  in  mixing  the  white  and 
unleaded  gasoline  with  the  dye: 

(e)  Shall  put  the  proper  quantity  of  the  dye  into 
the  mixing-vessel: 

(/)  Shall  take  all  necessary  measures  to  ensure 
a  thorough  mixing  of  the  gasoline  and  the 
dye. 

5.  Returns  and  Records 

5-1.  The  superintendent  or  other  chief  operating 
officer  of  the  refinery  and  the  agent  or  branch 
manager  of  the  bulk  storage  plant  of  the  person 
authorized  to  colour  gasoline  purple  shall  forward 
to  the  authorized  officer  on  or  before  the  fifteenth 
day  of  the  month  next  following  that  in  which  the 
dye  is  used,  on  approved  forms,  a  monthly  state¬ 
ment  of  the  dye  on  hand  at  the  beginning  of  the 
preceding  month,  the  quantity  received  from  the 
authorized  officer  during  the  preceding  month,  the 
quantity  used  in  the  preceding  month,  and  the 
unused  quantity  on  hand  at  the  end  of  the  preced¬ 
ing  month.  The  authorized  officer  may  require  at 
any  time  a  monthly  statement  of  the  gallonage  of 
the  gasoline  dyed  purple  at  refineries  and  on  the 
premises  of  a  bulk  storage  plant  of  the  person 
authorized  to  colour  gasoline  purple.  The  dye  on 
hand  and  in  stock  shall,  at  any  time  within  busi¬ 
ness-hours,  be  available  on  the  premises  of  the 
refinery  and  the  bulk  storage  plant  of  the  person 
authorized  to  colour  gasoline  purple  for  inspection 
by  a  police  officer  or  other  person  authorized  by 
the  Minister. 

5-2.  Every  vendor  shall,  in  every  account  and 
invoice  in  respect  of  purple  gasoline  sold  by  him, 
designate  the  purple  gasoline  covered  by  the 
account  or  invoice  as  “  marked  gasoline.” 

5- 3.  Every  vendor  who  sells  or  refines  purple 
gasoline  shall  keep  at  his  chief  office  or  place  of 
business  in  the  Province  books  of  account  covering 
his  stocks  and  sales,  with  such  invoices  and  such 
other  records  of  business  done  by  him  as  may  be 
required  by  the  Minister. 

6.  Inspections 

6- 1.  The  Minister  or  his  duly  accredited  repre¬ 
sentative  or  a  police  officer  may,  at  any  time  within 
business-hours,  enter  and  inspect  the  premises, 
warehouses,  and  plants  of  every  vendor  who  sells 
or  refines  purple  gasoline,  and  may  inspect  the 
books  of  account,  invoices,  and  other  records  on 
the  premises. 

6- 2.  Where  a  police  officer  takes  a  sample  of 
gasoline  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  15  of 
the  Act,  he  shall  forthwith  put  it  in  a  bottle,  and  he 
shall  close  the  bottle  by  means  of  a  sealed  stopper, 
and  he  shall,  on  a  label  on  the  bottle,  write  the  date 
and  affix  his  signature;  and  if  there  is  a  person 
then  in  charge  of  the  motor-vehicle,  he  shall  afford 
him  the  opportunity  of  affixing  his  signature  on  the 
label. 

7.  Lettering  on  Containers 

7- 1.  Any  pump  owned  or  used  by  any  person 
who  is  authorized  under  the  Act  to  colour  gasoline 
purple,  or  is  owned  or  used  by  any  person  author¬ 
ized  to  sell  gasoline  coloured  purple,  and  from 
which  purple  marked  gasoline  is  dispensed  to  a 
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purchaser,  shall  be  labelled  on  the  outside  of  the 
said  pump  with  the  clear  and  distinct  lettering 
“  marked.” 

7- 2.  Any  barrel  or  other  container  in  which  any 
person  is  authorized  under  the  Act  to  colour 
gasoline  purple,  or  any  container  in  which  any 
vendor  delivers  or  ships  gasoline  marked  purple  to 
a  purchaser,  shall  be  clearly  labelled  on  the  outside 
of  the  said  barrel  or  container  with  the  clear  and 
distinct  lettering  “  marked,”  and  such  barrel  or 
container  while  used  to  colour  gasoline  purple  or 
deliver  or  ship  gasoline  coloured  purple  to  a  pur¬ 
chaser  shall,  while  so  labelled,  be  used  for  no 
other  purpose. 

8.  Exemptions 

8- 1.  Where  the  Government  of  Canada  or  the 
Government  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia, 
or  any  department  of  either  of  such  Governments, 
or  any  commission  or  board  appointed  by  either 
of  such  Governments,  purchases  purple  gasoline  for 
use  in  equipment  owned  by  any  of  such  Govern¬ 
ments,  departments,  commissions,  or  boards  for 
any  of  the  purposes  specified  in  section  10  of  the 
Act,  the  vendor  who  sells  the  purple  gasoline  may 
sell  it  without  collecting  any  tax  under  the  Act. 

9.  These  regulations  shall  come  into  effect  on 
September  1st,  1954,  and  from  that  date  all  pre¬ 
vious  regulations  made  pursuant  to  the  “  Coloured 
Gasoline  Tax  Act  ”  shall  be  deemed  to  be  repealed.

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  suffi¬ 
ciently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be 
published  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  news¬ 
paper  in  every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a  newspaper  published  in  the  electoral  district 
nearest  thereto.

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpo¬ 
ration  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  re¬ 
lating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such 
Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  established  for 
any  proposed  departure  from  this  principle,  or  for 
the  introduction  of  other  provisions  as  to  such 
details,  and  a  note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill 
indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the 
general  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from.
